The news of the bloody collision on Satur-
day last at Franklin, Tenunesses, between a
Loyal League of black radioals and a hosuile
gathering of so-called wonservatives, will'have
surprised 1o one poxsessed of any knowledge
of the turbulemoce and lghting propensities
which prevail amovg the lesding politicians
and their followers ou both sides throoghount
the State.

Brownlow opposition party. The State elec-

Bl the only half reconstructed State of Ten- |
nessee, we think the ten excluded States have |
reason to be thankful that they ars nuder the
powerful protection of Congress and the army
of the United States, and absolotely under
their control. It is ouly by the military
governments, oo, of the five Southern dis-
triots, that the States embraced therein oan be
gaved from that conflict of races which is now
foreshadowed in the political organizations of
their whites and blacks against ench other,
The military commanders over these districts,
with their smple disoretion aud means for
enforcing law and order, will bs able to
maintain the pesce in suppressing all dis- |
turbers, whites or blacks, uutil the people of |
both races, in every State concerned, are |
brought to that de of harmony which will
justify the full restBation of their State an-
thorities. 'y

It is in this view of this important subject
of Southern reconstruction that we cemmend
to the Southern people the safety and the
gecurities they now have. and which they will
for some time yet possess, against a confliot of
Taces and a reign of terror, in being under the
direct guardianship of Congress, a military
commander, and a national army. We haye |
only to compare the law and order prevailin
in Georgin with the disorder, violence, anc
terrorism prevailing in Tewnessee, to under-
stand the ldvmhﬁsl of & military provisional
government like that of General Pope overa
too hastily and crudely reconstructed State
government like that of Parson Brownlow.

That i 10 say, we believe the Brown-
low “Unlonista’ are too hard on their “con-
pervative’ adversaries (who are mainly ex-
Rebals) where they have a dlear looal prepon-
derance; and we are very olear that the
“conservatives” are at least us outrageous
where they have the upper hand. The States
this day ought to be under military rmle, with
Goneral Thomas fully authorized and em-
powered to do whatever shooting and killjn,
may be necessary.

We have
wanted it terribly during the last few yeara,
It ia demanded in our own interests as well as
those of Mexico, in the interests of republivan
liberty and continental independence as well
as in those of civilization. This policy must |
be libersl and vigerous; it must be definile;
and it mugt be enforced,

If the diffionlties and struggles of Mexico
were over with the exeeution of Maximilian, |
we might perhaps, in view of the great events

that have recently taken place, and the course |
we have pursued in their presence, consider
it unnecessary to alter our conduet in any |
respect.,

ut 80 far is this from being the case, that, |
besides the plottings of fuctious chieftains to
keop up the anarchy that serves the purposes
of their ambition, ferocity, and greed, we ap-
prehend there is danger of renewed dificulties
with foreign powers, and difficulties of such a |
nature a3 to make it impossible for us to in- |

| terfere in behalf of the Joarez Glovernment.

On Monday we had intelligence by Atlanvie
cable that an Austrian sqnadron had sailed
for Mexico to obtain the body of Maximilian,
Its mission i3 ome which has the approval of
honor, humanity, and justice, The Austrian
Emperor conld do nothing less for the memory
of his brother, after it was ascertained that he
had been sacrificed against the protests of civi- |
lized Europe, and the requests of the American |
Government, The object of the mission, we
may suppose, will be sustained by our Gov-
ernment, and that with npone the less energy
becanse of the contempt whioh the Mexican
authorities displayed for our appeal in behalf
of Maximilinn’s life.

Before the close of this month the Austrian
squadron will have arrived before Vera Cruz.
If Maximilian's remains are still in the hands
of his exeoutioners, the demand therefor will |
be preferred to Juarez; snd we may be sure
that in the presemt temper of the Anstrian |
Government and all the Governments of |
Europe, it will be preferred with something
like feeling and determination, It is altogether
ugeless to speculate as to the result. Bat we
are sure that no one who knows Mexico would
be astonished at her refusal to concede the
demand, or at her attempting to dictate peon- |
niary conditions for the concession, hat |
complications might then arise cannot be fore-
seen. It would be an easy thing for the Aus-
trian vessels to seize the principal seaport of
Mexico, Vera Cruz, and hold 1t until her just
and humane demands were complied with. It
weonld be easy for her to take revenge upon
Mexico, and make that war-reni, anarchical,
and miserable country sufler to such an extent
that, as things now are, it would soon be left |
without even the shadow of a Government, |
It only requires some alight stimulus at this
time to bring about a renewal of the war of
factions whieh has been in abeyance for a
ghort perlod, but which hundreds of blood-
thirsty leaders are anxious to rensw.

We only mention this asone of the probabls
dangers of Mexico. There are scores of others
which may coms in other shapes. Apd in-
ternal as well as foreign troubles are brewing,
We bave done a good deal to preserve her
from them thus far. But even at the best we
can aot incoherently, and ircegnlarly, aud in-
definitely. And an occasion may at any time
arige when we cannot possibly take her part or
uphold her conduct, espeoially as she is always
more than ready to conteamn our advice and
spurn our connsels. )

Liave no direct evidence that Seorevary Stanton
bas taken an astive part in the tions
for this trinl, but it I8 ocertain that the omi-
nent eriminal lawyer employed Ly the Govern.
ment to conduct it is one of i . Btanton's
olosest and most intimate friends, We have
no proof that improper influences have bean
brought to bear upon witnesses, baut it has
come out that a female witness from Montreal
is paid twenty dollars a day, besides her ex-
penses, to come to Washington to testify. We
repeat that the prisoner, whether innocent or
guilty, hag not the ordiuary ohances for his
life when his conviotion is necessary for olear-
ing a powerful Government from odinm. It
is ot merely this man Burratt that is on
trial; the War Department and its infamous
Military Commission are on trial. Thay are
powerful and the prisoner is helpless. While
the public can have no desirve to slear him if
gumity, it is bound, in the interest of justics,
to wanich the progress of the triul, and com-
pare it, in all its parts, with the procesdinga
before the Military Commission.

The most imporiant witness for the
progecution yet examined is Weichman,
and it comes out, in his cross-examination,
that he has gone throngh a studied and
elaborate rebearsal for the ocoasion. In
anewering the questions by whioch this
faot was elicited be shufled and evaded,
and the evidence was fairly extorted.
Since it is true that he stndled and got
up his part with so muoch elaboration,
why, if he be an honest witness, was he
unwilling when guestioned on the point to
frankly ackuowledge the facts? hy did
he shuffle and squirm and resort to subter-
fuges ¥ Has ha modified the evidenoe he gave
in the conspiracy trial because he was oon-
seions that the parts he had altered would
not stand the test of & rigid oross-examina-
tion? He pretends that his recollection is
olearer and more precise after the lapse of
two years than it was when the facts were
fresh after the interval ol a month! The rea-
gon he gives for his confusion and misrecol-
leotion at the conspiracy trial is, that when
the facts were recent his memory of them was
disturbed by excitement, But if nearness to
the events confused him after the lapse of a
month, what reliance can be placsd apon the
coolness of bis observation while the facts
were transpiring? Are not the discrepancies
mure natorally accounted for by supposing
him a dishonest witness? There are many
points in the testimony he has given on cross-

. examination that look suspicious; but as these

will be moticed in the summing up of the
prizoner’s counsel, it is not necessary to par-
ticularize them here,

If the evidence which has thus far been
given is not shaken by counter-evidenoce, and
is believed by the jury, it will go hard with
the prisener. We have no desire that our
readers should prejudge the case, mnoh less
that Surratt ghould escape if Le is guilty;
but the case is go peculiar, and the influences
arrayed against the prisoner so powerful, that
it spems due to justice that the public should
attend to and serutinize the evidence, and
lend an attentive ear to the testimony for the
defense,
